nnd most prominent Welsh citizens of 
Racine, and a veterinary surgeon of tho 
city for more than thirty years, died 
quarter before five o'clock Sunday aft- 
ernoon, at his home, 728 College avenue. 


Dr. Evans had been ailing for a num- 


ber of weeks, but bis death was not an- 
ticipated, and the announcement of his 
passing away was a shock to the city at 
large nnd brought forth expressions of 
regret from all classes of people. 


Few men had been more prominent in 


the business affairs of the city, and his 
business brought him in contact with al- 
most every farmer and owner of horses 
in the southern section of the state; be 
iides he had served in the city counci 
and was prominent in Masonic circles. 


Born in Wales. 


Dr. Evans was born in Montgomery 


shire, North Wales,' August 20, 1836, and

•ears she was a well known, and respect- 
ed resident of Racine county. A hus- 
band, six sons, and two daughters sur- 
rive.

Slashed His Own Throat. 


He was found along the road a half

this morning with several slashes in his 
neck. Some of the cuts appeared to hive 


made with a jackknift and others 


with a razor. 


While the murderer was being taken 


to the .village of Xekoosa. the mob of 
300 men attempted to lynch him; but 
Sheriff Welch kept the men back with 
lis revolver and safely, landed him at 
the village. • Lynch was brought to the 
county, jail here this afternoon and iB 
under n. doctor's oare. He will probably 
recover. 


Tried to Get Cartridges of Fanner. 
A* soon us Lynch had shot his em- 


ployer and the girl he tried to shoot 
himself, but the cartridge did not ex- 
plode. He then went to" a neighboring 
farmer's house where he tried to secure 
more cartridges. The farmer inquired of 
Lynch what was the trouble, and it 16 
said lie confessed and then fled. The 
alarm was then given. 


Xomenson was brought to this city anfl 


died here this afternoon at 5 o'clock. He 
never regained consciousness after being 
shot. 


Miss Sorenson was also brought to the 


hospital here and she will probably re- 
cover, the doctors declare. Miss Soren- 
son is 20 years of age and keeps house 
for her brothel on the farm.

not at home at the time of the shooting.

CAN'T SELL DIRT AS POTATOES. 
TOPEKA, Kas., July .24.—Steps are 


being taken here to regulate the ques- 
tion of how much dirt will he allowed 
on potatoes which are marketed in' the 
•tate of Kansas. If too much dirt ii> 
shoveled into a sack o'f potatoes, it 
means, according to the Kansas laws, 
adulteration of the potatoes. A ruling 
of this kind has been made by the Kart- 


state board of health. The violation 


comes in on the pure food nnd health 
laws ivhich require that full net weights 
be given in selling foodstuff. 
' 


Dirt, according to'the ruling, will not 


hereafter be permitted by the Kansas 
officlalu to go in ns a, part of the ne-t 
weight of potatoes. -Growers and ship- 
pers who are too'liberal about shoveling 
in dirt are vcry^ apt to get themselves 
in serious trouble by continuing this old 
practice, which has doubtless proved ver}- 
profitable to them. 


This step on. the,part .of the state of 


Kansas is commended by. wholesale po- 
tato jobber? and. consumers and it is 
hoped that the la wwill be rigidly enforc- 
ed in Kansas and that steps will also be 
taken in other states to provide against 
the operations of this particular., variety 
of crookedness.

New trials, 
reversing decisions, carrying cases from 
one term to another for years, re-tnal 
after an apparent final decision has been ' 
rendered by even a supreme court, mo- 
tions of all sorts, and pleadings ordinary 
man can not unravel, and at the end 
judgments often inadequate to the de- 
gree of crime. 


The

thieves, the illegal fencers in of land of 
course resorted to the same expedients 
other alleged criminals have. They have 
done no more no less than thousands of 
others, and at the present date the gov- 
ernment of the United States enjoys no 
more advantages in the courts than pri- 
vate individuals or corporations, and in 
one way, this being on a par with its 
citizens may be a proof of the integrity 
of our republic, that is as to a Repub- 
lican form of government. This condi- 
tion, however, does not in the least de- 
tract from tho force of the statement 
that -our legal codes need a severe over- 
hauling.

TBE PROHIBITION CONVENTION

The population according to the state 
census in 1903 was 32,207; .estimated po- 
pulation now 35,000 j death rate per 1000 
Tor six months, 7.46. 


Causes of Death. 


The total number of deaths for the six 


months, are as follows:

This Extension One More Step in Beggs' 


Plan to Build Up an Immense 


System. 


MILWAUKEE, July 23.—The exten- 


sion of the Milwaukee Electric Railway 
and Light company from Oconomowoc 
to Watertown, a distance of thirteen 
miles, will be opened, for traffic about 
the middle of next week. 


The new line between Oconomowoc 


and Watertown is said to be one of the 
beet and most substantially built elec- 
tric lines yet constructed by the Milwau- 
kee company. It fairly 
parallels the 


Milwaukee} road. 


The total distance from Milwaukee to 


Watertown is forty-four miles. There is 
a probability that a specia.1 run will be 
made over tho line by President Beggs 
and invited guests when the extension 
is in readiness for trains. 


The extension to Watertown will bo 


one more step in the great plan of Pros 
idcnt Beggs to traverse that part of 
Wisconsin between Lake Michigan and 
tho cities of Madison, Janesville and oth- 
er towns and inland lake regions, with a 
well-built and well-operated electric sys- 
tem. It will mean a great deal for the 
retail interests of Milwaukee, as it also 
will mean much for the people living 
alc>ng the route, in the country districts 
as well as for citizens' of the various in- 
land towns reached by the line.

RAILWAY FRANCHISE 


Hard to Arrive At in Dollars and Cents — Racine Council Nor 


Any Other Has Power Under Present State Utility Law to 


Grant or Extend Franchises—Local Officals' Course 


Most Advisable Under Circumstances.

Army and Navy Register; The reports 


received from various sources of the con- 
ditions in Cuba indicate, to the surprise 
of no one who is familiar with the oper- 
ations of the army medical department 
that there has been a restoration of the 
conditions which insure the public health 
of the island. When Cuba was under 
the control of the United States govern 
ment before the island officials undertook 
to administertheir'own affairs, there was 
established a protection against disease 
which it would have seemed to the casua' 
observer might easily have been main- 
tained by the Cuban government. This 
waa very far from the result, however 
and with the advent of the army of Cub- 
an pacification it was found there ha( 
been, by virtue of carelessness and in 
difference, a return to the unsanitary sit 
UOtion. Since the army has been in Cuba 
discharging its office of pacification th< 
conditions have visibly improved and th 
Bick rate of the island, according to tho 
latest reports, is quite as good as that 01 
the United States, which shows thai 
Cuba need not be at any time, even-'und- 
er the most unfavorable circumstances 
a place which is hopelessly ridden by di 
scase.

. Will you please give your estimate of 


e Value of a Street Railway Franchise 


n a city of 40,000 inhabitants with a 
mssible 70,000. before the expiration of 
iucli franchise?. In a recent article on 
Traction Franchises in the Daily Journal 
rou say the people are indifferent; per- 
laps if they were better acquainted with 
ihe value of such a franchise it_ may 
cause them to take more interest in the 
matter of giving a franchise for. a mono- 
>oly' of the streets for railway purposes. 
To consider in this ia the use of. two 
iridges thrown in and when the wear 
ind tear of two bridges is considered for 
,hirty-two years, there ought to be 


compensation for repairing and re- 


newing. 


Possibly etate 'street in a few years 


will require a new bridge and when you 
consider the excessive street car traffic 
over that bridge it seems to me now is 
;he time to make some provision for 
that. The city ought to have something 
more than an understanding or promise. 


A few years ago Prof. Scott, professor 


of Political Economy of Madison univcrs- 
ty, gave .a series of lectures at the 
Young Men's Christian Association hall. 
When speaking of Municipal Public Uti- 
tities he said it was a crime for any city 
of 20,000 inhabitants to give a franchise 
'or 20 years without compensation. Some 
one in the audience, said: 
"Professor, 


our Council has given one for twenty- 
Ive years." "Well then," said the Pro- 
Fessor, 'that is a greater crime." That 
was the opinion of a man experienced 
and qualified to give an honest opinion 
without prejudice or bias to either side 
and now the council goes the late council 
one better by giving a franchise for 
;hirty-four years for practically nothing. 


Then again it does not seem to make 


any difference, franchise or no franchise, 
tho cars continue running just the same. 
I acknowledge I don't know the 
differ- 


ence between a franchise or license, but I 
notice the. city officials prevent any one 
from doing business after their license 
expires. 


An answer in the Daily Journal would 


oblige.

It is fair to say franchise values de- 


pend of course upon the business and 
profit made and it may be true the Ra- 
cine car lines have not paid dividends to 
any gratifying rate, but have a decided 
value as a connecting line in interurban 
traffic. This, however, may' be as this 
paper stated plainly, the management 
has not looked particularly to territory 
covered and the lines do not cover the 
city a» they might, nor have they nfford- 
ed any outings as is the case in other cit- 
ies. The lines are short, not taking in 
territory sufficient and as for any ride, a 
few minutes takes one from one-end to 
the other. The cars on one line running 
every fifteen minutes mny cover all de- 
mands apparently, but the line, if it ran 
further out, say Sixteenth St. down Asy- 
lum ave., a way and covered the north 
side better, and ran oftener, might pay. 


In this particular case of the car lines 


certainly it would be entirely proper and 
fair if the corporation was required to 
maintain in good order the two bridges 
at their expense, and when necessary for 
renewal to pay a fair proportion towards 
this purpose. Again to extend lines as 
deemed necessary.. 


Blame Partly Citizens. 


Referring to the opinion of Professor 


Scott of Madison that it was a crime for 
any city of 20,000 people to give a fran- 
chise Jor twenty years without compen- 
sation, no argument is needed, for it is 
certainly true. But to be remembered is 
what has been stated before, a share of 
the neglect to "exact compensation on 
part of council has been because of citi- 
zens demanding those public improve- 
ment and a certain portion of the public 
calling those desirous of securing all 
rights and compensation for the pub- 
lic, abstractors and undesirables. 
It 


has been heard frequently and has been 
heard right here in Racine. If a city has 
riot the nerve to demand proper compen- 
sation from sen-ice corporations, it had 
better wait to get its nerve before giv- 
ing away for little or nothing invaluable 
franchises. 


Percentage the Best Way. . 


In the 
present case much trouble 


would have been saved had this compen- 
sation matter been attended to at first, 
but Racine like hundreds of other com- 
munities, finds its hindsight much better 
than its front night. Thin paper has al- 
ways ii,8isted and maintained that every 
one these public franchises or license to 
operate are valuable and should "oe paid 
for. As to the value of the Racine fran- 
chise no opinion is offered because of tho 
conditions, but conditions the 
corpora- 


tion is as much responsible for as the 
community. It might be said a .percent 
of the earnings would be the better way, 
that is after the operating expenses had 
been deducted from the gross, leaving 
the bond and interest charges to come out 
of the corporation's share. 


Council Did Its Best. 


Because of the state utility law the 


council undoubtedly found itself tied up, 
leaving to bo secured from the traction 
corporation what might be had by mutu- 
al agreement, and we do not nay whether 
more could be secured or not, but more 
certainly could have been had, were it 
not for the assurance, that at the end 
the corporation might seek shelter in the 
utility law securing as it already practi- 
cally has, the Indeterminate francliiie, 


for it is now under the utility law. We 
do think the council and the Mayor did 
the best they could, and as lor any indif- 
ference of the people, this was referred 
to in a general way, for citizens general- 
ly apparently took but little interest, but 
if they had understood at the end of a 
legal contest the street car corporation 
would have to put up if they lost, and 
could not have resorted to the indeter- 
minate franchise of the utility law, per- 
haps they might have cheered on the ma- 
yor and council. As it was perhaps more 
could have been squeezed out of the cor- 
poration-and perhaps it could not. The 
city could have resorted to the 
courts 


and may yet for all that is known, and 
winning or losing, there stands the util- 
ity law at the end. 


Knocks Out Petition Business. 


As to the referendum matter—that of 


the right of citizens to the number of 
twenty-five per cent objecting to 
the 


granting of a franchise—Chapter 387 
laws, of 1003 takea care of this extension 
of franchise, for a clause expressly pro- 
vides that "The provisions of this section 
shall not apply to' the extension of any 
existing lino or system upon any street 
or highway, if the terms of such exten- 
sion expires at the same time as the 
franchise of which it forms a part." 


This closes out any petition business 


objecting • to the agreement entered, into 
by the council on part of the city with 
the corporation of Mr. B«ggs. 


Have Privilege of Franchise, 


Section 1797 T. Chap. 587 laws of 1907 


squarely places street railway lines under 
the operations of the state utility law 
by name. Section 1797 T.—2 of same 
law says "Every 
license, permit, or 


franchise hereafter granted to any street 
railway company shall have the effect of 
an intermediate permit subject to the 
provisions of this act." 
This section 


further goes on to. provide that the pro 
perty of such railway -Mmpany is subject 
to purchase by the municipality. 


To be stated again municipalities have 


the privilege of purchase of corporations 
taking out indeterminate franchises, and 
all such corporations may apply for these 
previous to the expiration of t!iieir fran 
chisc. 


Watch Out Next Time. 


The moral is tl'.e city must do the 


best it can now. Next time in disposing 
of a franchise let citizens shut up or 
public spirit and that tort of thing, and 
insist and back up their 
council and 


mayor in getting reasonable compensa- 
tion for the 
franchises 
or 
operating 


license granted, for both mean the same. 
That is, after this utility law is repeal- 
ed, for now councils have nothing to 
say as to these except it be the police 
powers and how streets shall be uscd: 
and can also order extensions. 


Not a Dollar Compensation. 


For the water works, tho electric lighi 


and power, the gas work as well as 
street railway, beyond a very few smal 
concessions, the city doos not get a dol- 
lar as compensation for valuable rights 
Neither do many other 
communities 


for that matter, but this does not make 
it right; and to 
be said 
there 
are 


communities 
where 
a 
reasonable 


compensation 
is 
being 
received 


The 
gas 
franchise 
while 
nol 


exclusive seems perpetual. 
The wa 


tenvorks is under the new law having 
made application, leaving the 
electric 


light and power people, gas and car lines 
to seek cover when so minded. However 
one corporation owns the three leaving 
the waterworks people playing a lone 
hand, and they have played it well, let 
ua frankly admit. 


Council Has No Power. 


It can be said here that whila the 


council and the street corporation may 
make a mutual agreement as to certain 
things, yet as a fact, Mr.' Beggs knows 
just what he is about and that the coun 
oil under the utility law can extend no 
franchise. It is subject to the assent 0 
the state railway commission, but if it is 
opined that there will be no 
trouble 


about this, it really would not be such 
an overdrawn guess. It is likeiy enough 
under present conditions that/ counoi 
secured all there was to secure and thii 
without prejudice to miyone.

Not only do they create 
a good deal of local irritation, but in- 
cidcntly they excrete poisonous product*' 
which find their way into tho blood and, 
are carried by its stream to all ports 
of the body, causing that general feel- 
ing' of lassitude and discomfort which 
Is characteristic of such a cold. 


Maybe the new 'Vaccine" treatment 


may prove to be of value as a pre'ven- 
tive cf grip the next time a serious 
epidemic of that malady

country. Its germ is ready identified, and 
as a mutter of course, is kept in stock 
at tho factory in Washington.

In way of atonement 
they guaranteed to pay tho expense to 
which the council had been put to in in- 
vestigating conditions, about $400; they 
agreed never in the1 future to'solicit or 
accept any money or nervice of any-kind 
directly or indirectly, from any person 
or corporation to influence any political 
action or to secure the election of any 
candidate to office! finally they agreed 
to co-operaie in every way possible with 
the authorities to secure the enforcement 
of the Inw covering their businesses. 


Added to this bitter pill came another 


dose when the council took up an'ordi 
nance ordering'all screens and all stalls 
or drinking booths removed from all sa 
1 ooiis, ^ and passed it by a vote of 8 to 
0. A'similar ordinance,, was defeated a 
year ago and it was not believe dit' could 
be passed. 


This 'is 'the- net result of'-the saloon 


men having solicited and accepted money 
from the brewers in condiicfing'the last 
campaign and in securing the naturaliza 
tion of 125 Italians'to help carry tho 
city for license.

It usually costs a government more t 


build a. battleship or to dig a canal o 
to erect a public buildhig than it woul 
a private individual, but that is true o 
all governments and the responsibilitj 
cannot be laid at the door of any po 
litical party. 


ADAMS OLDEST EX-PRESIDENT. 


Many Others Have Lived Longer Afte 


Retirement Than Cleveland. 


Baltimore Sun: There is a. wide 


spread impression that former Prcsiden 
Cleveland lived longer than any othe: 
President after leaving the White. House 
It ia true that he lived longer after re 
tirement than.any other Executive since 
the C3vil War, with' the exception o 
Haven, but the record of the lives and 
deaths of the American Presidents shows 
that Mr, Cleveland did not come near 
the record of having lived in retirement 
the longest of the Executives. 


That credit belongs to the first John 


Adams, who left the Chief Magistracy in 
March, 1S01, and did not die until July 4 
1826, at Quincy, Mass., general debility 
being the cause; He attained the 
ripe 


old age of 90 years, having lived five 
years longer than the next oldest Presi 
dent, James Madison, who reached 85 
John Adams, therefore, lived 25 years 
and four months after leaving the Presi 
dency. He had seen the three double 
term administrations of Jefferson, Madi 
son and Monroe follow hid own. and be- 
fore his death he saw his son, John. 
Quincy Adams, enter the White House 
This is a record which probably wil 
never be_ equaled. 


Next to John Adams the President to 


live the longest after leaving the White 
House was Martin Van Buren, who went 
out in. March, 1841, and lived until July 
24, 1862) when he passed away at Lind- 
enwold, New York, of asthmatic catarrh 
at the age of 79, He lived 21 years; four 
months and 20 days after giving up the 
first position in the land. After step- 
ping out of -thfVjBresidential chair he liv 
ed to sec it occupied successively by Har- 
rison, Tyler, 
Polk, Taylor, . Fillmorc 


Pierce, Buchanan and Lincoln. He is the 
only man as ex-President who witnessed 
the election of eight of his successors. 


•The shortest-lived President after his 


retiremeD*- was Polk, who vacated 
the 


office in March, 1849, and lived only un 
til June 15, following, or just 
three 


months and 11 days after becoming, a 
private citizen. The next shortest-lived 
was Chester A. Arthur, who gnve way to 
Cleveland on March 4, 1885, and 
lived 


only until November 17, 1880, just- 1 
year, 8 months and 13 days. 


Cleveland went out of the White House 


March 4, 1897, and lived, therefore, 11 
years, 3 months and 20 days in retire- 
ment. 
Benjamin Harrison lived 8 years 


and 9 days, having died at Indianapolis, 
March 13, 1901, immediately after 
the 


second inaugratian of McKinley. Hayes 
who lived longer than any other Presi- 
dent who had retired from the 
White 


Souse since the Civil War, did not pass 
away until January 17, 1893. He, there- 
fore, lived 11 years, 10 months and 
13 


days after relinquishing the office. 
He 


xceeded Cleveland's record by about 7 


months. 


Grant died at Mount McGregor July 23, 


:S85, 
8 years, 4 months nnd 10 days af- 


,er his successor was inaugurated.
